NEW FORM 


“Birling,” favorite water-sport of 
hard-bitten lumberjacks, receives 
an ingenious indoor adaptation for 
scenes in Columbia’s “Romance of 
the Redwoods,” which features 
Charles Bickford and Jean Parker 
;at the Empire Theatre. 

As waged in its more familiar 
timberland surroundings, a birling 
contest usually requires a log about 
18 inches in diameter and long 
/ enough for two men to stand upon 
it, a quiet backwater or lake, deep | 
enough for a man to fall in without 
injuring himself; and two pairs of | 
calked shoes. A birler, his shoes | 
| tightly gripping the log, attempts to 
| spin it faster than his opponent can 
keep pace, or to stop it suddenly 
and thus throw the other contest- | 
ant off balance, and into the water. 

Birling contests developed as a re- | 
sult of the ease and skill with which | 
lumberjacks “rode” logs down the 
rushing streams, steering them clear 
of rocks and other logs. This light- 
footed, carefree mode of passage has 
made logging one of the most color- 
ful industries in America.
